Dear Mr Weisburg, 

I recently became aware of your name when I saw on TV here a 
British produced programme entitled, "JFK- The Men Who Killed 
Kennedy" (produced by Central Independent TV). I am sure you 
will know of this production, -you figured qui-te prominently in 
it. This programme stirred my interest in the subject of the 
Kennedy assassination, coming; on the heels of another TV item 
I saw not long before. This was a news clip in a roundup of 
world news that reported the KGB had ’opened parts of their 
file on Lee Harvey Oswald to Western reporters. The main point 
of this news story was that the KGB had regarded Oswald as a 
US spy for' the entire period he spent as a 'defector' in the 
Soviet Union, and that in the opinion of the KGB Oswald was 
unlikely to have assassinated Kennedy. 

Since seeing the TV show "JFK, The Men Who Killed Kennedy" I 
have read the most recent publications on the assassination 
held by my local library, "Contract on America, The Mafia 
Murder of President John F. Kennedy" by David Scheim, and 
"Mafia Kingfish, Carlos Marcello and the Assassination of John 
F. Kennedy” by John H. Davis. 

neither of these books, mentioned two of the key elements of 
the TV show -the claim that three Corsican killers had 
actually carried out the assassination under contract to the 
US Mafia, or the blown up section of a photo taken by a 
spectator (named 'Mormon'?) in Dealey Plaza that showed a 
figure behind the picket fence above the grassy knoll in the 
act of discharging a firearm (if a bright spot of light is the 
muzzle flash of a weapon) . 

To your knowledge, have either or both of these two matters 
mentioned in the TV show been written up recently? I would 
very much like to read more on the subject of the Kennedy 
assassination, especially anything that enlarges on the claim 
involving the Corsican killers, and the Mormon (?) photo 
blowup. Could you help me? If the only references you know of 
are printed in journal or magazine articles, would you please 
photocopy this material for me? Of course, I would expect to 
pay you for whatever costs this may may involve you in. 

I realise that you are not a publicly funded organisation, and 
I would be pleased to make a donation to your running expenses 
if you can provide me with any assistance. 




I would also be gratful if you could get photocopies of a good 
bibliography from one of the recent publications dealing with 
the Kennedy assassination and send it to me. And if you are 
able to do this, it would be a big help if you could indicate 
which of the titles are in your opinion more worthy of my 
reading. 

thing that has struck me since seeing the TV show and 
reading the two boohs, and was not mentioned by either author 
or the TV show, concerns the way Lee Harvey Oswald may have 
been set up. Assuming— he was instructed by somebody to leave 
the Book Depository at whatever time it was, then to take a 
Jbfcn3 to his room and collect his revolver (and maybe other 
things he was later found to have been carrying) and make his 
way, on foot, by a certain route to the cinema. If a police 
officer, any police officer, was killed in this vicinity by 
somebody fitting Oswald's description and wearing the same 
type of clothes he was wearing then Oswald would become the 
target of every police officer in Dallas that day. Oswald's 
description apparently was broadcast at 1.15pm by the 
Dallas Police, and identified as the likely assassin. Is it 
not safe to assume the Police would be likely to gun down any 
such person on — sight once a positive ID had been made, 
especially if he was armed (as it was believed 'he' had killed 
Officer Tippit then 'he' was known to be armed— and was even 
seen to have emptied and reloaded his pistol). Given the- 
emotions of the day, who would the police be more likely to 
gun down (instead of taking prisoner) than somebody who was 
armed and who had just slain one of their own number, and was 
believed to have assassinated the President of the United 
States? Surely it follows then because Oswald was taken alive 
by the Police in the cinema it therefore became necessary for 
Jack Ruby to kill Oswald at the first opportunity. 

This is such a logical scenario that I am sure it must have 
occurred to many other minds before. But I thought I would 
just mention it to you.
